A PEOOLAMATIOK ^' 

Whereas it has become known to me that certain evil Preamble, 
disposed persons have within the territory and jurisdiction 
of the United States, begun and set on foot preparations for 
an organized and forcible possession of, and settlement upon 
the lands of what is known as the Indian Territory, west of 
the State of Arkansas, which Territory is designated, recog-

to recover what may be due to him in justice and equity for 
the loss inflicted upon him by reason of said seizure for an 
alleged violation of the internal-revenue laws, of his prop- 
erty, a tobacco factory, its detention, and damage thereto 
whilst under seizure, the value of the tobacco, material, and 
other personal property also seized, and the expenses to 
which he was subjected thereby.

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purpose there is hereby appropriated the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, to be immediately available: Provided^ That if the 
Secretary of the Interior shall not establish said school in 
the buildings on the late Pawnee reservation, that not ex- 
ceeding fifteen thousand dollars of this sum shall be ex- 
pended in the erection, completion, and furnishing of said 
building. 

And the Secretary of the Interior is further authorized 
and directed to provide for the care, support, and educa- 
tion of one hundred Indian children not belonging to the 
five civilized tribes in the Indian Territory at any estab- 
lished industrial, agricultural, or mechanical school or 
schools other than those herein provided for, in any of the 
States of the United States, such schools to be selected by 
him from applications made to him, at a cost not exceeding 
one hundred and sixty-seven dollars per annum for each 
child; and for this purpose there is hereby appropriated 
the sum of seventeen thousand dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary : Provided, That not more than twenty 
of said pupils shall be educated in any one State. 

And for the purpose of further instructing and civilizing 
Indian children dwelling west of the Mississippi River, and 
in the States of Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michigan, and 
not belonging to the five civilized tribes in the Indian Terri- 
tory, or so many thereof as may be practicable in industrial 
schools other than those at Carlisle, Hampton, and Forest 
Grove, supported in whole or in part from treaty and other 
funds appropriated by Congress, or such as may be estab- 
lished and supported wholly from treaty or other funds so 
appropriated and for purchasing stock for herding purposes 
for such industrial schools, and also for the placing of such 
children, with the consent of their parents, under the care 
and control of such suitable white families as may in all re- 
spects be qualified to give such children moral, industrial 
and educational training, for a term of not less than three 
years, under arrangements in which their proper care, sup- 
port, and education shall be in exchange for their labor, 
the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars is hereby 
appropriated, to be expended under such rules and regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Interior may prescribe.

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TREATIES AND AGREEMENTS. 

CONFERENCE BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND THE 

SIOUX NATION OF INDIANS. 

Whereas c^ a conference held between the United States of America 
and the Sioux Nation of Indians, Lieut. Z. M. Pike, of the Army of the 
United States, and the chiefs and warriors of the said tribe, have agreed 
to the following articles, which when ratified and approved of by the 
proper authority, shall be binding on both parties: 

Article 1. That the Sioux Nation grants unto the United States for 
the purpose of the establishment of military posts, nine miles square at 
the mouth of the river St. Croix, also from below the confluence of the 
Mississippi and St. Peters, up the Mississippi, to include the falls of 
St. Anthony, extending nine miles on each side of the river. That the 
Sioux Nation grants to the United States, the full sovereignty and power 
over said districts forever, without any let or hindrance whatsoever. 

Article 2. That in consideration of the above grants the United 
States ###### 

Article 3. The United States promise on their part, to permit the 
Sioux to pass, repass, hunt or make other uses of the said districts, as 
they liave formerly done, without any other exception, but those specified 
in article first. 

In testimony hereof we, the undersigned, have hereunto set our hands 
and seals, at the mouth of the river St. Peters on the 23d day of Sep- 
tember, one thousand eight hundred and five.

Note. — This treaty does not appear among those printed in the United States Stat- 
utes at Large. It was, however, submitted by the President to the Senate, March 29, 
1808. The Senate committee reported favorably, on the 13th of April, with the fol- 
lowing amendment to fill the blank in article 2, viz: "After the word ^States' in the 
second article insert the following words: * shall, prior to taking possession thereof, 
pay to the Sioux two thousand dollars, or deliver the value thereof in such goods and 
merchandise as they shall choose.* " In this form the Senate, on the 16th of April, 
1808, advised and consented to its ratification by a unaninums vote. 

An examination of the records of the State Department fails to indicate any subse^ 
quent action by the President in proclaiming the ratification of this treaty; but more 
than twenty-five years subsequent to its approval by the Senate the correspondence 
of the War Department speaks of the cessions of land described therein as an accom> 
plished fact.

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FORT LAEAMIE TREATY, SEPTEMBER 17, 1861. 

[See Upper Platte, I, 206.(1853).] 

Articles of a treaty made and concluded at Fort Laramie, in the In> 
dian Territory, between D. D. Mitchell, superintendent of Indian Affairs^ 
and Thomas Fitzpatrick, Indian agent, commissioners specially ap- 
pointed and authorized by the President of the United States, of the 
first part, and the chiefs, headmen, and braves of the following Indian 
Kations, residing south of the Missouri River, east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains, and north of the lines of Texas and New Mexico, viz : The Sioux or 
Dahcotahs, Cheyennes, Arrapahoes, Crows, Assinaboines, Gros Ventres, 
Mandans, and Arickarees, parties of the second part, on the seventeenth 
day of September, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and flfty-oue. 

Article 1st. The aforesaid nations, parties to this treaty, having 
assembled for the purpose of establishing and confirming peaceful rela> 
tions amongst themselves, do hereby covenant and agree to abstain in 
future from all hostilities whatever against each other, to maintain good 
faith and friendship in all their mutual intercourse, and to make an 
effective and lasting peace. 

Article 2nd. The aforesaid nations do hereby recognize the right 
of the United States Government to establish roads, military and other 
posts, within their respective territories. 

Article 3d. In consideration of the rights and privileges acknowl- 
edged in the preceding article, the United States bind themselves to 
protect the aforesaid Indian Nations against the commission of all dep- 
redations by the people of the said United States, after the ratification 
of this treaty. 

Article 4th. The aforesaid Indian Nations do hereby agree and 
bind themselves to make restitution or satisfaction for any wrongs com- 
mitted, after the ratification of this treaty, by toy band or individual of 
their people, on the people of the United States, whilst lawfully resid- 
ing in or passing through their respective territories. 

Article 5th. The aforesaid Indian Nations do hereby recognize and 
acknowledge the following tracts of country, included wirhin the metes 
and boundaries hereinafter designated, as their respective territories, 
viz: 

The territory of the Sioux or Dahcotah Nation, commencing at the 
mouth of White Earth River, on the Missouri River; thence in a south- 
westerly direction to the forks of the Platte River ; thence up the north 
fork of the Platte River to a point known as the Red Bute, or where 
the road leaves the river ; thence along the range of mountains known 
as the Black Hills, to the head waters of Heart River ; thence down 
Heart River to its mouth ; and thence down the Missouri River to the 
place of beginning. 

The territory of the Gros Ventre, Mandan, Arickaree iJations, coa- 
mencing at the mouth of Heart River; thence up the Missouri River to 
the mouth of the Yellowstone River; thence up tli<ek Y^\\fti^^\}C3rafc"^^<Kt 
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to the moath of Powder Biver ; thence from the mouth of Powder Biver 
in a southeasterly direction, to the head waters of the Little Missouri 
Biver ; thence along the Black Hills to the head of Heart Biver, and 
thence down Heart Biver to the place of beginning. 

The territory of the Assiniboine Kation, commencing at the mouth of 
the Yellowstone Biver ; thence up the Missouri Biver to the mouth of 
the Muscle Shell Biver; thence from the mouth of the Muscle Shell Biver 
in a southeasterly direction until it strikes the head waters of Big Dry 
Creek ; thence down that creek to where it empties into the Yellowstone 
Biver, nearly opposite the mouth of Powder Biver, and thence down 
the Yellowstone Biver to the place of beginning. 

The territory of the Blackfoot Nation, commencing at the mouth of 
the Muscle Shell Biver ; thence up the Missouri Biver to its source ; 
thence along the main range of the Bocky Mountains, in a southerly 
direction, to the head waters of the northern source of the Yellowstone 
Biver; thence down the Yellowstone Biver to the mouth of Twenty- 
five yard Creek; thence across to the head waters of the Muscle Shell 
Biver, and thence down the Muscle Shell Biver to the place of beginning* 

The territory of the Crow Kation, commencing at the mouth of Pow- 
der Biver on the Yellowstone ; thence up Powder Biver to its source ; 
thence along the main range of the Black Hills and Wind Biver Moun- 
tains to the headwaters of the Yellowstone Biver; thence down the 
Yellowstone Biver to the mouth of Twenty-five-yard Creek; thence to 
the head waters of the Muscle Shell Biver; thence down the Muscle 
Shell Biver to its mouth; thence to the head waters of Big Dry Creek, 
and thence to its mouth. 

The territory of the Cheyennes and Arrapahoes, commencing at the 
Bed Bute, or the place where the road leaves the north fork of the Platte 
Biver; thence up the north fork of the Platte Biver to its source ; thence 
along the main range of the Bocky Mountains to the head waters of the 
Arkansas Biver ; thence down the Arkansas Biver to the crossing of the 
Santa F6 road ; thence in a northwesterly direction to the forks of the 
Platte Biver, and thence up the Platte Biver to the place of beginning. 

It is, however, understood that, in making this recognition and ac- 
knowledgment, the aforesaid Indian nations do not thereby abandon or 
prejudice aoy rights or claims they may have to other lands; and fur- 
ther, that they do not surrender the privilege of hunting, fishing, or 
passing over any of the tracts of country hereinbefore described. 

Article 6th. The parties of the second part to this treaty having 
selected principals or head-chiefs for their respective nations, through 
whom all national business will hereafter be conducted, do hereby bind 
themselves to sustain said chiefs and their successors during good 
behavior. 

Article 7th. In consideration of these treaty stipulations, and for 
the damages which have or may occur by reason thereof to the Indian 
nations, parties hereto, and for their maintenance and the improvement 
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of their moral and social condition, the United States bind themselves 
to deliver to the said Indian nations the sum of fifty thousand dollars 
per annum for fifty years, in provisions, merchandise, domestic animals, 
and agricultural implements, in such proportion as may be deemed best 
adapted to their condition by the President of the United States, to 
be distributed in proportion to the population of the aforesaid Indian 
nations. 

Article 8th. It is understood and agreed that should any of the 
Indian nations, parties to this treaty, violate any of the provisions 
thereof the United States may withhold the whole or a portion of the 
annuities mentioned in the preceding article from the nation so offend- 
ing, until, in the opinion of the President of the United States, proper 
satisfaction shall have been made. 

In testimony whereof the said D. D. Mitchell and Thomas Fitzpatrick, 
commissioners as aforesaid, and the chiefs, headmen, and braves, par- 
tics hereto, have set their hands and affixed their marks, on the day and 
at the place first above written.

Crows, Assinaboines, Gros Ventres, Mandans, and Ariekarees, parties of 
the second part, on the seventeenth day of September, Anno Domin 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, with the following amend* 
ment: 

Article 7. Strike out the words " fifty years," and insert: the term of 
ten years J with the right to continue the same, at the discretion of the Presi- 
dent of the United States , for a period not exceeding five years thereafter.

FORT BERTHOLD AGREEMENT, JULY 27, 1866. 

[Unratified.] 

Articles of agreement and convention made and concluded at Fort 
Berthold in the Territory of Dakota, on the twenty-seventh day of July, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, by 
and between Newton Edmunds, governor and ex-offido superintendent 
of Indian affairs of Dakota Territory; Major General S. R. Ourtis, Orrin 
Guernsey and Henry W. Reed, commissioners appointed on the part of 
the United States to make treaties with the Indians of the Upper Mis- 
souri; and the chiefs and headmen of the Arickaree tribe of Indians 
Witnesseth as follows: 

Abtiole 1st. Perpetual peace, friendship, and amity shall hereafter 
exist between the United States and the said Arickaree Indians. 

Article 2d. The said Arickaree tribe of Indians promise and agree 
that they will maintain peaceful and friendly relations toward the 
whites; that they will in future, abstain from all hostilities against 
each other, and cultivate mutual good will and friendship, not only 
among themselves, but toward all other friendly tribes of Indians. 

Article 3. The chiefs and headmen aforesaid acting as the repre- 
sentatives of the tribe aforesaid and being duly authorized and here- 
unto directed, in consideration of the payments and privileges herein- 
after stated, do hereby grant and convey to the United States the right 
to lay out and construct roads, highways, and telegraphs through their 
country, and to use their efforts ^o prevent them from annoyance or 
jnterruptioD by their own or other tT\\>^ft oilw^wv^. 
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Article 4. No white person, unless in the employ of the United 
States, or duly licensed to trade with said Indians, or members of the 
families of such persons shall be permitted to reside or make settlement 
upon any part of the country belonging to said Indians, not included or 
described herein; nor shall said Indians sell, alienate, or in any manner 
dispose of any portion thereof, except to the United States. 
• Article 5. The said Arickaree tribe of Indians hereby acknowledge 
their dependence on the United States and their obligation to obey the 
laws thereof; and they further agree and obligate themselves to sub- 
mit to and obey such laws as may be made by Congress for their gov- 
ernment and the punishment of offenders; and they agree to exert 
themselves to the utmost of their ability in enforcing all the laws under 
the superintendent of Indian affairs, or agent; and they pledge and 
bind themselves to preserve friendly relations with the citizens of the 
United States, and commit no injuries to, or depredations upon, their 
persons or property. They also agree to deliver to the proper officer 
or officers of the United States, all offenders against the treaties, laws, 
or regulations' of the United States, and to assist in discovering, pur- 
suing, and capturing all such offenders who may be within the limits of 
the country claimed by them, whenever required so to do by such officer 
or officers. And the said Arickaree tribe of Indians further agree that 
they will not make war upon any other tribe or band of Indians, except 
in self-defense, but will submit all matters of difference between them- 
selves and other Indians to the Government of the United States for 
adjustment, and will abide thereby; and if any of the Indians, parties 
to this treaty, commit depredations upon any other Indians within the 
jurisdiction of the United States, the same rule shall prevail with regard 
to compensation and punishment as in oases of depredations against ' 
citizens of the United States. 

Article 6. In consideration of the great evil of intemperance 
among some of the Indian tribes, and in order to prevent such conse- 
quences among ourselves, we, the said Arickaree tribe of Indians agree 
to do all in our power to prevent the introduction or use of spirituous 
liquors among our people, and to this end we agree that should any of 
the members of our tribe, encourage the use of spirituous liquors, either v 
by using it themselves, or buying and selling it, whosoever shall do so 
shall forfeit his claim to any annuities paid by the Government for the 
current year; or should they be aware of such use or sale or introduc- 
tion of liquor into their country, either by whites or by persons of In- 
dian blood, and not aid by all proper means to effect its extermination 
and the prosecution of offenders, shall be liable to the forfeiture above 
mentioned. 

Article 7. In consideration of the foregoing agreements, stipula- 
tions, cessions, and undertakings and of their faithful observance 
by the said Arickaree tribe of Indians the United States agree to 
expend for the said Indians, in addition to \,\i^ ^o^% ^\x^ ^xwSsswwss^ 
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distributed at the time of signing this treaty, the sam of ten thonslind 
dollars annaally for twenty years, after the ratification of this treaty 
by the President and Senate of the United States, to be expended in 
snch goods, provisions, and other articles as the President may in his 
discretion, from time to time determine; provided, and it is hereby 
agreed that the President may, at his discretion, annually expend so 
much of the sum of three thousand dollars as he shall deem proper, iii 
the purchase of stock, animals, agricultural implements, in establishing 
and instructing in agricultural and mechanical pursuits, such of said 
Indians as shall be disposed thereto; and in the employment of me- 
chanics for them, in educating their children, in providing necessary 
and proper medicines, medical attendance, care for and support of the 
aged, sick, and infirm of their number, for the helpless orphans of said 
Indians, and in any other respect promoting their civilization, comfort, 
and improvement; provided further, that the President of the United 
States may, at his discretion determine in what proportion the said 
annuities shall be distributed among said Indians; and the United 
States further agree that out of the sum above stipulated to be paid to 
said Indians, there shall be set apart and paid to the head-chief, the 
sum of two hundred dollars annually, and to the soldier-chiefs, fifty 
dollars annually in money or supplies, so long as they and their bauds 
remain faithful to their treaty obligations; and for and in consideration 
of the long continued and faithful services of Pierre Oarreau to the In- 
dians of the aforesaid tribe, and his efforts for their benefit, the Unit-ed 
States agree to give him, out of the annuities to said tribe, the sum of 
two hundred dollars annually, being the same amount as is paid the 
head chiefs as aforesaid; and also to the eight leading men presented 
by the said tribe as tbe headmen and advisers of the principal chiefs, 
and to their successors in office, the sum of fifty dollars per annum, so 
long as tliey remain faithful to their treaty obligations; and provided 
that the President may, at his discretion, vary the amount paid to the 
chiefs, if in his judgment there may be either by the fidelity or efficiency 
of any of said chiefs sufficient cause; yet not so as to change the aggre- 
gate amount. 

Article 8. It is understood and agreed by the parties to this treaty, 
that if any of the bands of Indians, parties hereto, shall violate any 
of the agreements, stipulations, or obligations herein contained, the 
United States may withhold, for such length of time as the President 
may determine, any portion or all the annuities agreed to be paid to 
said Indians under tbe provisions of this treaty. 

Abtiole 9. The annuities of the aforesaid Indians shall not be taken 
to pay tbe debts of individuals, but satisfaction for depredations com- 
mitted by them shall be made in such manner as the President may direct. 

Article 10. This treaty shall be obligatory upon the aforesaid tribe 
of Indians from the date hereof, and upon tbe United States so soon as 
the same shall be ratified by the President and Senate. 
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Artiole 11. Any amendment or modification of this treaty by the 
Senate of th« United States, not materially changing the nature or ob- 
ligation of the same, shall be considered final and binding on said 
bands the same as if it had been subsequently presented and agreed to 
by the said chiefs and headmen, in open council. 

In testimony whereof the aforesaid commissioners on the part of the 
United States, and the chiefs and headmen of the aforementioned tribe 
of Indians, have hereunto set their hands this twenty-seventh day, of 
July, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
six, after the content's thereof had been previously read, interpreted, 

and explained.

The chiefs and headmen of the Gros Ventres and Mandan tribes, 
heretofore long associated with the Arickarees named in the foregoing^ 
treaty', and anxious to continue their residence in the same community 
and perpetuate their friendly relations with the Arickarees and the 
United States, do concur in, and become parties and participants in 
and to all the stipulations of the foregoing treaty. 

And it being made known to all the tribes thus associated that the 
United States may desire to connect a line of stages with the river, at 
the salient angle thereof about thirty miles below this point, and may 
desire to establish settlements and convenient supplies and mechanical 
structures to accommodate the growing commerce and travel, by land 
and river, the chiefs and headmen of the Arickarees, Gros Ventres, 
and Mandans, acting and uniting also with the commissioners of the 
United States aforesaid, do hereby convey to the United States all 
their right and title to the following lands, situated on the northeast 
side of the Missouri Eiver, to wit: Beginning on the Missouri Biver at 
the mouth of Snake Biver, about thirty miles below Ft. Berthold; 
tlience up Snake Biver and in a northeast direction twenty-five miles; 
thence southwardly parallel to the Missouri Biver to a point opposite 
and twenty-five miles east of old Ft. Clarke; thence west to a point on 
the Missouri Biver opposite to old Ft. Clarke; thence up the Missouri 
Biver to the place of beginning: Provided^ That the premises here 
named shall not be a harbor for Sioux or other Indians when they are 
hostile to the tribes, parties to this treaty; but it shall be the duty of 
the United States to protect and defend these tribes in the lawful 
occupation of their homes, and in the enjoyment of their civil rights, 
as the white people are protected in theirs. 

Article 2. It is also agreed by the three tribes aforesaid, now 
united in this treaty as aforesaid, that in consideration of the premises 
named in the aforesaid treaty, and the further consideration of the 
cession of lauds at Snake Biver, in addition to the payments by the 
United States of annuities there named to the Arickarees, there shall 
be paid five thousand dollars to the Gros Ventres^ and five thousand 
dollars to the Mandans, annually, in goods, at the discretion of the 
President. And for the Gros Ventres and Mandan tribes twenty per 
cent, of their annuity may.be expended for agricultural, mechanical, 
and other purposes as specified in the latter clause of Article Seven of 
the aforesaid treaty. 

And also out of the aforesaid annuity to the Gros Ventres there shall 
be paid to the first, or principal chief, the sum of two hundred dollars 
each, annually, and to the six soldier chiefs the sum of fifty dollars 
each, annually. 

There shall also be paid to the head, or principal chief, of the Man- 
dans^ out of the annuities of said tribe, the sum of two hundred dol- 
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larSy annually, and to each of the nine soldier chiefs the sum of fifty 
dollars, annually. 

In testimony whereof the aforesaid commissioners on the part of the 
United States, and the chiefs and headmen of the aforementioned 
tribes of Indians, have hereunto set their hands this twenty-seventh 
day of July, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and

AGREEMENT WITH 8IS8BTON AND WAHPETON BANDS OP 

SIOUX INDIANS. 

. [See SissetoD, S. 247 (1872).] 

Whereasy the Sisseton and Wahpeton bands of Dakota or Sionx Indi- 
ans made and concluded a treaty with the United States, at the city of 
Washington, D. 0., on the 19th day of February, A. D. 1867, which was 
ratified, with certain amendments, by the Senate of the United States 
on the 15th day of April, 1867, and finally promulgated by the President 
of the United States on the 2d day of May, in the year aforesaid, by 
which the Sisseton and Wahpeton bands of Sioux Indians ceded to the 
United States certain privileges and rights supposed to belong to said 
bands in the territory described in article two (2) of said treaty, and 

WhereaSj it is desirable that all said territory, except the portion 
thereof comprised in what is termed the permanent reservations, par- 
ticularly described in articles three (3) and four (4) of said treaty, shall 
be ceded absolutely to the United States, upon such consideration as 
in justice and equity should be paid therefor by the United States ; and, 

Whereas, said territory, now proposed to be ceded, is no longer availa- 
ble to said Indians for the purposes of the chase, and such value or con- 
sideration is essentially necessary in order to enable said bands inter- 
ested therein to cultivate portions of said permanent reservations, and 
become wholly self-supporting by the cultivation of the soil and other 
pursuits of husbandry: therefore, the said bands, represented in said 
treaty, and parties thereto, by their chiefs and head-men, now assem- 
bled in council, do propose to M. N. Adams, William H. Forbes, and 
James Smith, jr., commissioners on behalf of the United States, as fol- 
lows: . •'^ 

First. To cede, sell, and relinquish to the United State£Kj|li^ttieir right, 

title, and interest in and to all lands and territory, particularly described 

in article two (2) of said treaty, as well as all lands in the. TS^triUBft^ of 

Dakota, to which they have title or mtet^st, fexoi^^XKxi^ XiW^^dLtftots 
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particularly described and bounded in articles three (3) and four (4) of 
said treaty, which last-named tracts and territory are expressly reserved 
as permanent reservations for occupancy and cultivation, as contem- 
plated by articles eight, (8,) nine, (9,) and ten (10) of said treaty. 

Second. That, in consideration of said cession and relinqnishment, the 
United States shall advance and pay, annually, for the term often (10) 
years from and after the acceptance by the United States of the propo- 
sition herein submitted, eighty thousand (80,000) dollars, to be expend- 
ed under the direction of the President of the United States, on the 
plan and in accordance with the provisions of the treaty aforesaid, dated 
February 19, 1867, for goods and provisions, for the erection of manual- 
labor and public school-houses, and for the support of manual-labor and 
public schools, and in the erection of mills, blacksmiths-shops, and other 
workshops, and to aid in opening farms, breaking land, and fencing the 
same, and in furnishing agricultural implements, oxen, and milchcows, 
and such other beneficial objects as may be deemed most conducive* to 
the prosperity and happiness of the Sisseton and Wahpeton bands of 
Dakota or Sioiix Indians entitled thereto according to the said treaty of 
February 19, 1867. Such annual appropriation or consideration to be 
apportioned to the Sisseton and Devil's Lake agencies, in proportion to 
the number of Indians of the said bauds located upon the Lake Tray* 
erse and Devil's Lake reservations respectively. Such apportionment 
to be made upon the basis of the annual reports or returns of the agents 
in charge. Said consideration, amounting, in the aggregate, to eight 
hundred thousand (800,000) dollars, payable as aforesaid, without in- 
terest. 

Third. As soon as may be, the said territory embraced within said 
reservation described in article four, (4,) (Devil's Lake reservation,) shall 
be surveyed, as Government lands are surveyed, for the purpose of en- 
abling the Indians entitled to acquire permanent rights in the soil, as 
contemplated by article five (5) of said treaty. 

Fourth. We respectfully request that, in case the foregoing* proposi- 
tions are favorably entertained by the United States, the sale of spirit- 
uous liquors upon the territory ceded may be wholly prohibited by the 
United States Government. 

Fifth. The provisions of article five (5) of the treaty of February 19, 
1867, to be modified as follows : An occupancy and cultivation of five 
(5) acres, upon any particular location, for a term of (5) consecutive 
years, shall entitle the party to a patent for forty acres ; a like occu- 
pancy and cultivation of ten (10) acres, to entitle the party to a patent to 
eighty acres; and a like occupancy and cultivation of any tract, to the 
extent of twenty acres, shall entitle the party so occupying and culti- 
vating to a patent for 160 acres of land. Parties who have already se- 
lected farms and cultivated the same may be entitled to the benefit of 
this modification. Patents so issued (as hereinbefore set forth) shall 
authorize a transfer or alienation of such landa «it\3Ai\i^ ^SNX^vql '^%>'^>s^- 
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seton agency, after the expiration of ten (10) years from this date, and 
within the Devil's Lake reservation after the expiration of fifteen (15) 
years, bat not sooner. 

Sixth. The consideration to be paid, as hereinbefore proposed, is in 
addition to the provisions of article six (6) of the treaty of February 19, 
1867, under which Congress shall appropriate, from time to time, such 
an amount as may be required to meet the necessities of said Indians, 
to enable them to become civilized. 

Seventh. Sections sixteen (16) and thirty-six (36) within the reserva- 
tions shall be set apart for educational purposes, and all children of a 
suitable age within either reservation shall be compelled to attend school 
at the discretion of the agents. 

Eighth. At the expiration of ten (10) years from this date, all members 
of said bands under the age of twenty-one years shall receive 40 acres 
of land from said permanent reservations in fee simple. 

Ninth. At the expiration of ten (10) years the President of the United 
States shall sell or dispose of all the remaining or unoccupied lands in 
the Lake Traverse reservation, (excepting that which may hereafter be 
set apart for school purposes;) the proceeds of the sale of such lands to 
be expended tor the benefit of the members of said bands located on 
said Lake Traverse reservation ; and, at the expiration of fifteen (15) 
years, the President shall sell or dispose of all the remaining unoccupied 
lands (excepting that which may be hereafter set apart for school pur- 
poses) in the Devil's Lake reservation; the proceeds of the sale of such 
land shall be expended for the benefit of all members of said bands 
who may be located on the said Devil's Lake reservation. 

Executed at Sisseton Agency, Dakota Territory, Lake Traverse res- 
ervation, this 20th day of September, A. D. 1872.

AMENDED AGREEMENT WITH OEBTAIN SIOUX INDIANS. 

[See Sisseton S. 128, and I. 3o5 (1873).] 

[Confirmed by acts of Congress, approved February 14, 1873 (17 Stats., p. 456); and 

June 24, 1874 (18 Stats., p. 167).] 

Whereas, the Sisseton and Wahpeton Bands of Dakota or Sioux In- 
diaiiSj on the 20th day of September A. D. 1872 made and entered into 
an agreement in writing, signed on one part by the Chiefs and head- 
men of said bands, with the assent and approval of the members of 
[said] bands, and upon the other part by Moses JV. Adams^ James Smith, 
jr.y and Willia^n R. Forbes^ commissioners on the part of the United 
States / which said agreement is as follows, to wit : 

" Whereas, the Sisseton and Wahpeton bands of Dakota or Sioux In- 
dians made and concluded a treaty with the United States, at the city 
of Washington, D. G., on the 19th day of February, A. D. 1867, which 
was ratified, with certain amendments, by the Senate of the United 
States on the 15th day of April, 1867, and finally promulgated by the 
President of the United States on the 2d day of May, in the year afore- 
said, by which the Sisseton and Wahpeton bands of Sioux Indians ceded 
to the United States certain privileges and rights supposed to belong to 
said bands in the territory described in article II of said treaty, and 
• " Whereas, it is desirable that all said territory, except the portion 
thereof comprised in what is termed the permanent reservations, partic- 
ularly described in articles III and IV of said treaty, shall be c^eded ab- 
solutely to the United States, upon such consideration as in justice and 
equity should be paid therefor by the United States 5 and 

" Whereas, said territory, now proposed to be ceded, is no longer 
available to said Indians for the pui*poses of the chase, and such value 
or consideration is essentially necessary in order to enable said bands 
interested tlierein to cultivate portions of said permanent reservations^ 
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and become wholly self-supportiag by the cultivatioa of the soil and 
other pursuits of husbandry; therefore^ the said bands, represented in 
said treaty, and parties thereto, by their chiefs and head-men, now assem^ 
bled in council , do propose to M. N. Adams, William H. Forbes, and James 
Smith, jr., commissioners on behalf of the United States, as follows: 

^^First To cede, sell, and relinquish to the United States all their right, 
title, and interest in and to all lands and territory, particularly described 
in article II of said treaty, as well as all lands in the Territory of Da- 
kota to which they have title or interest, excepting the said tracts par- 
ticularly described and bounded in articles III and lY of said treaty, 
which last named tracts and territory are expressly reserved as perma- 
nent reservations for occupancy and cultivation, as contemplated by ar- 
ticles VIII, IX, and X of said treaty. 

^^ Second. That, in consideration of said cession and relinquishment, the 
United States shall advance and pay, annually, for the term of ten 
years from and after the acceptance by the United States of the propo- 
sition herein submitted, eighty thousand (80,000) dollars, to be expended 
under the direction of the President of the United States, on the plan 
and in accordance with the provisions of the treaty aforesaid, dated 
February 19, 18G7, for goods and provisions, for the erection of manual- 
labor and public school-houses, and for the support of manuaMabor and 
public schools, and in the erection of mills, blacksmith -shops, and 
other work-shops, and to aid in opening farms, breaking land, and 
fencing the same, and in furnishing agricultural implements, oxen, and 
milch'Cows, and such other beneficial objects as may be deemed most 
conducive to the prosperity and happiness of the Sisseton and VVahpe^ 
ton bands of Dakota or Sioux Indians entitled thereto according to 
the said treaty of February 19, 1867. Such annual appropriation or 
consideration to be apportioned to the Sisseton and Devil's Lake agen- 
cies, in proportion to the number of In<lians of the said bands located 
upon the Lake Traverse and Devil's Lake reservations respectively. 
Such apportionment to be made upon the basis of the annual reports or 
returns of the agents in charge. Said consideration, amounting, in the 
aggregate, to eight hundred thousand (800,000) dollars, payable as 
aforesaid, without interest. 

" Third, As soon as may be, the said territory embraced within said 
reservation described in article IV, (Devil's Lake reservation,) shall be 
surveyed, as Government lands are surveyed, for the purpose of 
enabliu'^ the Indians entitled to acquire permanent rights in the soil, 
as contemplated by article V of said treaty. 

^^ Fourth. We respectfully request that, in case the foregoing ])ropo- 
sitions are favorably entertained by the United States, the sale of 
spirituous liquors upon the territory ceded may be wholly prohibited 
by the United States Government. 

. ''Fifth. The provisions of article V of the treaty of February 19, 
1867, to be modified as follows : An occaj^auie.^ «i»A. ^vsX^w^Nkw^ Wi "ti^:^^ 
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acres, upon any particalar location, for a term of five consecutive years, 
shall entitle the party to a patent for forty acres ; a like occupancy and 
cultivation of ten acres, to entitle the party to eighty acres ; and a like 
occupancy and cultivation of any tract, to the extent of twenty acres, 
shall entitle the party so occapying and cultivating to a patent for 160 
acres of land. Parties who have already selected farms and cultivated 
the same may be entitled to the benefit of this modification. Patents 
so isisued (as hereinbefore set forth) shall authorize a transfer or alien- 
ation of such lands situate within the Sisseton agency, after the expi- 
ration of ten years from this date, and within the Devil's Lake reserva- 
tion after the expiration of fifteen years, but not sooner. 

^^Fifth. {Sixth.) The consideration to be paid, as hereinbefore proposed, 
is in addition to the provisions of article YI of the treaty of February 
19, 1867, under which Congress shall appropriate, from time to time, 
such an amount as may be required to meet the necessities of said In- 
dians, to enable them to become civilized. 

^^ Sixth, (Seventh,) Sections sixteen and thirty-six within the reser- 
vations shall be set apart for educational purposes, and all children 
of a suitable age within either reservation shall be compelled to alttend 
school at the discretion of the agents. 

<^ Seventh, (Eighth.) At the expiration of ten years firom this date, all 
members of said bands under the age of twenty-one years shall receive 
40 acres of land from said permanent reservations in fee simple. 

^^ Eighth. (Ninth,) At the expiration of ten years the President of 
the United States shall sell or dispose of all the remaining or unoc- 
cupied lands in the Lake Traverse reservation, (excepting that which 
may hereafter be set apart for school purposes ;) the proceeds of the 
sale of such lands to be expended for the benefit of the members of 
said bands located on said Lake Traverse reservation ; and, at the ex- 
piration of fifteen years, the President shall sell or dispose of all the 
remaining unoccupied lands (excepting that whicli may be hereafter set 
apart for school purposes) in the Devil's Lake reservation; the proceeds 
of the sales of such lands shall be expended for the benefit of all members 
of said bands who may be located on the said Devil's Lake reservation. 

" Executed at Sisseton Agency, Dakota Territory, Lake Traverse 
reservation, this 20th day of September, A. D. 1872." 

And whereas, the Congress of the United States, upon consideration of 
the provisions of said agreement hereinbefore recited, did, by the act 
makiug appropriations for the current and contingent expenses of the 
Indian Department, and for fulfilling treaty stipulations with various 
Indian tribes, for the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four, and for other purposes, approved February 14th, 1873, 
provide as follows, to wit : ** For this amount, being the first of ten 
installments of the sum of eight hundred thousand dollars named in a 
certain agreement made by the commissioners appointed by the Secre- 
t»ry of the Interior, under the provisions of the act of June seventh, 
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eighteen handred and seventy-two, with the Sisseton and Wahpeton 
bands of Sioux Indians for the relinquishment by said Indians of their 
claim to, or interest in, the lands described in the second article of the 
treaty made with them February nineteenth, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-seven : the same to be expended under the direction of the Presi- 
dent, for the benefit of said Indians, in the manner prescribed in said 
treaty of eighteen hundred sind sixty-seven, as amended by the Senate, 
eighty thousand dpllars. And the said agreement is hereby confirmed, 
excepting so much thereof as is included in paragraphs numbered re- 
spectively, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, and ninth : Pro 
videdy That no part of this amount shall be expended until after the 
ratification, by said Indians, of said agreement as hereby amended.'^ 

And ichereasy the said Bands of Dakota or Sioux Indians have been 
duly assembled in council, and therein represented by the chiefs and 
head-men, and the provisions of said act of Congress, and amendments 
thereby made to the said above recited agreement, having been fully 
explained by the commissioners on the part of the United States, and 
the said agreement as amended having been fully interpreted, and now 
being understood, we the said chiefs and head-men of the said Sisseton 
and Wahpeton Bands, duly authorized by our people so to do, do here- 
by accept, assent to, confirm, ratify and agree to the said amendments, 
and to the said agreement as amended, and declare that the same is, 
and shall hereafter be binding upon us and the members of said Bands.

AGEEEMENT WITH THE CEOWS. 

[See Montana C. 839 (1880).] 

The chiefs of the Crow tribe of Indians now present in Washington 
hereby give their own consent and promise to use their best endeavors 
to procure the consent of the adult male members of said tribe to cede 
to the United States all that part of the present Crow reservation in the 
Territory of Montana described as follows, to wit : 

Beginning in mid-channel of the Yellowstone Eiver, at a point oppo- 
site the mouth of Boulder Creek ; thence up the mid-channel of said river 
to the point where it crosses the southern boundary of Montana, being 
the forty-fifth degree of north latitude ) thence east along said parallel 
of latitude to the one hundred and ninth meridian of longitude; thence 
north on said meridian, to a point six miles south of the first standard 
parallel south, being on the township-line between townships six and 
seven south ; thence west on said township-line to the one hundred and 
tenth meridian of longitude; thence north along said meridian to a point 
either west or east of the source of the Eastern Branch of Boulder 
Creek ; thence in a straight line to the source of the Eastern Branch of 
Boulder Creek ; thence down said Eastern Branch to Boulder Creek 5 
thence down Boulder Creek, and to the place of beginning. 

The said chiefs of the Crow tribe of Indians promise to obtain the con- 
sent of their people as aforesaid to the cession of the territory of their 
reserve as above, on the following express conditions : 

First. That the Government of the United States cause the agri- 
cultural lands remaining in their reservation to be properly surveyed 
and divided among the said Indians in severalty in the proportions 
hereinafter mentioned, and to issue patents to them respectively there- 
for, so soon as the necessary laws are passed by Congress. Allotments 
in severalty of said surveyed lands shall be made as follows : To each 
head of a family not more than one-quarter of a section, with an ad- 
ditional quantity of grazing-land, not exceeding one-quarter of a sec- 
tion. To each single person over eighteen years of age not more than 
one-eighth of a section, with an additional quantity of grazing-land not 
exceeding one-eighth of a section. To each orphan child under ei^\\tftssQ^

each other person, under eighteen years, or who may be born prior to 
said allotments, one-eighth of a section, with a like quantity of grazing- 
land. All allotments to be made with the advice of the agent for said 
Indians, or such other person as the Secretary of the Interior may 
designate for that purpose, upon the selection of the Indians, heads of ' 
families selecting for their minor children, and the agent making the 
allotment for each orphan child. 

The title to be acquired by the Indians shall not be subject to aliena- 
tion, lease, or incumbrance, either by voluntary conveyance of the 
grantee or his heirs, or by the judgment, order, or decree of any court, 
or subject to taxation of any character, but shall be and remain inalien- 
able, and not subject to taxation for the period of twenty-five years, and 
until such time thereafter as the President may see fit to remove the 
restriction, which shall be incorporated in the patents. 

Second. That in consideration of the cession of territory to be made 
by the said Crow tribe, the United States, in addition to the annuities 
and sums for provisions and clothing stipulated and provided for in 
existing treaties and laws, agrees to appropriate annually for twenty- 
five years the sum of thirty thousand dollars, to be expended under the 
direction of the President for the benefit of said Indians, in assisting 
them to erect houses, to procure seeds, farming implements, stock, or in 
cash, as the President may direct. 

Third. That if at any time hereafter the Crow Indians shall consent 
to permit cattle to be driven across their reservation or grazed on the 
same, the Secretary of the Interior shall fix the amount to be paid by 
parties desiring so to drive or graze cattle; all moneys arising from this 
source to be paid to the Indians under such rules and regulations as the. 
Secretary of the Interior may prescribe. 

Fourth. All the existing provisions of the treaty of May seventh, 
1868, shall continue in force.

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AGEEBMBNT WITH SHOSHONES, BANNACKS, AND SHEEP. 

EATERS, OP IDAHO.

The chiefs and headmeaof the Shoshones, Bannacks, aud SheepeaterB 
of the Lemhi Agency hereby agree to surrender their reservation at 
Lemhi and to remove to and settle upon the Fort Hall Beservation in 
Idaho, and to take up lands in severalty on that reservation as herem- 
after provided. 

2. The chiefs and headmen of the Shoshones and Baunaoks of Fort 
Hall hereby agree to the settlement of the Lemhi Indians upon the 
Fort Hall Eeservation in Idaho, and they also agree to cede to tiie 
United States the following territory, namely : 

Beginning where the north line of township nine south intersects with 
the eastern line of their reservation ; thence west with the extension of 
said line to the Port Neuf River 5 thence down and with the Port K"euf 
Eiver to where said township line crosses the same ; thence west with 
said line to Marsh Creek ; thence up Marsh Creek to where the north line 
of township number ten south intersects with the samej thence west 
with said line to the western boundary of said reservation ; thence south 
and with the boundaries of said reservation to the place of beginning j 
including also such quantity of land on the north side of the Port Neuf 
Eiver as H. O. Harkness may be entitled to enter under existing law, 
the same to be conformed to the public surveys so as to include the im- 
provement of said Harkness. 

3. In view of the cessions contained in the above articles, the United 
States agree to pay to the Lemhi Indians the sum of four thousand dollars 
per annum for twenty years, and to the Fort Hall Indians the sum of 
six thousand dollars per annum for twenty years, the same to be in ad- 
dition to any sums to which the above-named Indians are now entitled 
by treaty, and all provisions of existing treaties, so far as they relate to 
funds, to remain in full force and effect. 

4. Allotments in severalty of the remaining lands on the Fort Hall 
Eeservation shall be made as follows : To each head of a family not more 
than one-quarter of a section, with an additional quantity of grazing-land 
not exceeding one-quarter of a section. To each single person over eight- 
een years of age, and to each other person under eighteen years, now 
living, or who may be born prior to said allotments, not more than one- 
eighth of a section, with an additional quantity of grazing-land not ex- 
ceeding one-eighth of a section. All allotments to be made with the 
advice of the agent for said Indians, or such other person as the Sec- 
retary of the interior may designate for that purpose, upon the selections 
of the Indians, heads of families selecting for their minor children, and 
the agent making the allotment for each orphan child. 
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6. The Goyernment of the United States shall cause the lands of the 
Port Hall Reservation, above named, to be properly surveyed and to be 
divided among the said Indians in severalty in the proportions herein- 
before mentioned, and shall issue patents to them respectively therefor 
so soon as the necessary laws are passed by Congress. The title to be 
acquired thereto by the Indians shall not be subject to alienation, lease, 
or incumbrance, either by voluntary conveyance of the grantee or his 
heirs, or by the judgment, order, or decree of any court, or subject to 
taxation of any character, but shall be and remain inalienable and not 
ubject to taxation for the period of twenty-five years, and until such 
time thereafter as the President may see fit to remove the restriction, 
which shall be incorporated in the patents.
